Since ancient times, iron has provided us with objects of utility, variety and beauty. 
Everything from kitchen equipment and cradles to farm machinery, civic fountains 
and fences, street lamps and garden gates has been forged or cast in this versatile 
material. During the 19th century, the art of fabricating ornamental ironwork for 
architecture flourished in America and Boston has the largest and most impressive 
collections intact in its historic neighborhoods. 


With the large current interest in architectural preservation and restoration across 
the nation, ornamental ironwork is experiencing a rebirth of popularity in its varying 
roles of providing privacy, utility and security. Ironwork is an architectural decora- 
tion that is still economically feasible at a time when other types of ornament — cut 
stone, mosaic, carved wood or stained glass — are uneconomical. 


Susan and Michael Southworth have experimented and used ornamental ironwork 
extensively in their architectural practice. 
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Political Contribution Guidelines 
Given by Board of Directors 


The BSA Executive Board has recom- 
mended the following guidelines for its 
members relative to political contribu- 
tions. These are intended to streamline 
and supersede the previous guidelines 
set by the Chapter in 1974. 


1. Political contributions cannot be made 
by firms, corporations or other business 
entities. This is a federal regulation. 


2. Political contributions can be made by 
individuals by personal check in any 
amount they feel appropriate. However, 
the Executive Board recommends that 
principals of firms, corporations or other 
entities limit their individual contribu- 
tions to $100.00 to any individual can- 
didate or elected official within a given 
year. 


“Principals” shall be defined as sole pro- 
prietors, partners, directors, associates, 
stockholders or other persons entitled to 
more than a 10% share of the assets or 
profits of a firm. 


Marvin Goody Fund Established 


The advisory board of the Browne Com- 
mission has recommended a grant of 
$25,000 towards the construction of a 
granite seating circle in the flagpole 
area of the Public Garden. Proposed by 
the Friends of the Public Garden as a 
memorial to Marvin E. Goody FAIA 
(1929-1980), the design has been ap- 
proved by the Parks and Recreation 
Department, the Landmarks Commission 
and the Art Commission. A Marvin 
Goody Fund has been established by the 
Friends of the Public Garden (90 Mt. 
Vernon St., Boston 02108) for tax deduc- 
tible gifts towards the estimated con- 
struction cost of $35,000.

New Books Feature Boston Waterfront 
Poster, Work by Boston Architects 


John Massey's poster announcing the 
BSA’s first Urban Design Citation in 
1980 is prominent in an international 
collection of poster design. GRAPHIS 
POSTERS 82: THE INTERNATIONAL 
ANNUAL OF POSTER ART, edited by 
Walter Herdeg, published in English, 
French and German, is at the Bookshop. 
(Zurich, 1982, $59.50). Over 600 illustra- 
tions represent a variety of themes and 
treatments. The Boston Waterfront 
poster, a silkscreen in six colors, is 
among 80 selected for full color plate. It 
is cited as one of the finest examples of 
poster art from the USA. (The original 
silkscreen version, numbered and signed 
by Massey, is available unframed at 
$100, framed at $175; a smaller version 
is $8.00.) 


NEW LIVING IN OLD HOUSES, by 
Frank Werner, a German book recently 
available in English, offers 37 case 
histories dramatizing available choices 
in the creative treatment of existing 
buildings: restoration, renovation, and 
remodeling. Among diverse design con- 
cepts discovered in the work of 
prestigious international firms, Crissman 
& Solomon's conversion of a carriage 
house in Andover, Massachusetts, is 
commended. Six photos and the floor 
plans for upper and lower levels demon- 
strate to the author that while “historical 
forms have been paraphrased” it is 
because of the interplay between the 
original building and its new ap- 
pearance that the “house now seems so 
alive.” (New York, 1982, $29.95) 


NEW LIFE FOR OLD BUILDINGS, 
edited for Architectural Record by 
Mildred F. Schmertz, FAIA, features the 
work of several Boston firms. The trans- 
formation of Faneuil Hall Marketplace by 
Benjamin Thompson Associates is 
featured on the book's cover and in the 
leading article. The reuse of a 75-ft. 
diameter space in the old Boston 
Chamber of Commerce building by 
Jung/Brannon Associates for their own 
offices is well illustrated in photographs 
and a drawing of the original building. 
In a section on restaurants, Anderson 
Notter Finegold’s newest Chart House in 
Baltimore is described; the original 
building was a streetcar system substa- 
tion built in 1909. Architectural 
Resources Cambridge's design for the 
Hall of Languages at Syracuse Univer- 
sity is described in considerable detail. 
The building's shell, the design of 
Horatio Nelson White, was essentially 
unaltered while the interior was totally 
redesigned. (New York, 1982, $32.50) 


Moshe Safdie’s FORM AND PURPOSE 
has been favorably reviewed by critics at 
the New York Times and Progressive 
Architecture. Safdie discusses the rela- 
tionship of form to purpose in nature, 
the importance of function in vernacular 
and more sophisticated architecture 
throughout history, and present day . 
design theories, including the rise of , 
post-modernism where “form is every- 
thing.” (Boston, 1982, $9.95) BEYOND 
HABITAT his earlier book, is also 
available at $4.95.
